Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wilson 
(6631302). 

Claim one merely read on attaching a first element A to a second element B while a 
beam is transmitting through the element in an optical head. The reference shows an 
optical head assembly having an objective lens assembly (226 and 228) being attached 
to a second optical element 224 and 216 while the light beam fig 4 element 239 is in 
communication through the photo detection 232. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 2 and 9. the reference shows the use of an 
optical axis 239 and a second optical axis 244 wherein the alignment is determined 
based on the reflected light beam on the photo detection 232. 
With respect to the limitations of claims 3 and 10. the reference discloses the use of a 
Camera 122 that detects the optical axis X, Y and Z. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 4-6and 11-13. the reference shows the use of 

UV element 138 having the assembly as shown in figs 7 and 8. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 7 and 14. see element 20 fig 4. 
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Claim15 is allowed. 

None of the cited prior art shows or teaches an optical head assembling method 
wherein the objective lens and optical assembly are positioned, the optical assembly 
having a forward sense element, the objective lens position and the optical assembly 
are adjusted till objective lens and the forward sense element are in optical 
communication with each other as shown in fig 1 elements 22, 47, 40, 42, 44 and 46.
